SCIENCE NOTES 


Study of the blood furnished the clew 


to Julius Robert Mayer for his discovery 
of that fundamental law of physics, the 
law of conservation of 
energy. 
Mayer 


observed, while traveling as a ship's sur- 
geon's in the tropics, that the venous 
blood of his patients (in the days when 
blood letting was still in general vogue) 
was appreciably brighter in color than in 
ordinary practice in the temperate zone. 
From this he concluded there was a defi- 
nite relation between the chemical action 
going on in the blood and the amount of 
work or heat furnished by the body, and 
thus, following up his argument point by 
point, he was finally led to the conclusion 
that the total amount of energy of a giv- 
en system is constant, that energy can 
neither be creaed nor destroyed, but only 
converted from one form into another.

American bureau of foreign and domestic 
commerce, based upon a study of seven- 
teen industries Jn the United State' ar.d 
Great Britain, it requires IS per cent more 
power and two and one-half t!wes ~-c*^ 
labor to do the same work, in the In- 
dustries examined, in Great Britain than 
it does in the United States.
